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“Lynching Local Problem’? — Cummings 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Jan. 3.—‘'The Department of Justice 
is not interested in any anti-lynching bills,” said Attorney-General 
Cummings when questioned in regard to the proposed anti-lynching 
bill introduced in the Senate by Senators Wagner and Costigan. 
“It is almost impossible to develop any interstate aspect to lynch- 
ings,”” he added. “Lynching is purely a local problem and must 
be handled as such.” 

Consequently, if the bill, a result of widespread protest against 
the lynch hysteria, finally becomes law it wil only receive nega- 
tive consideration by the government agency which is supposed to 
administer laws. 

The bill provides a fine of $5,000 with five years imprison- 
ment for any state officer who fails to diligently protect any pri- 
eoner entrusted to his care, and provides five years to life impri- 
sonment for any state officer who aids in a lynching. 
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S. S. Companies Bribe Govt. Employees 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 2.—That steamship companies have 
for years followed the practice of ‘‘sugaring’’ the palms of govern- 
ment employees with a view to obtaining favors was made known 
here today when, following exposure during a senate inquiry, E. W. 
Mitchell, assistant secretary of commerce, ordered the return of a 
$50 box of cigars to the Black Diamond Steamship Corporation. 
J. E. Dockendorf, president of the Black Diamond concern, in 
a statement said it had been the policy of his company for years 
to make “‘gifts’’ to government employes, but that his company 
“sought no favors thereby’’.

In justifying 
his action, Johnson said that “increased purchase of cars next 
spring would result in bringing to Detroit and other manufacturing 
centers excessive numbers of workers, who would be laid off im- 
mediately after the spring production rush ended.”

WASHINGTON, D. C.,—Under the guise of 

legislation, Senator Copeland of New York has introduced a bill 

for the establishment of government control over unions. The 

excuse used for the bill is that so many unions are controlled by 

racketeering gangs.

That the imperialists feel war 
is near, and are desperate to oc- 
cupy parts of China, is evident 
from the speed with which Eng- 
lish, Japanese and VU. S. war- 
ships appeared in Foochow wat- 
ers the minute a disturbance was 
reported, as a result of the war 
between Nanking and the revolt- 
ing Fukien province. Foochow 
is the chief city in Fukien. Dur- 
ectly across from it is the Ja- 
panese island of Formosa. ‘Pro- 
tecting nationals’’ is a fine excuse 
for landing forees. The oppor- 
tunity for intervention is especi- 
ally favorable since the Fukien 
rebels, (‘‘left’’ Kuomintang ele- 
ments, whose connection with 
imperialists have not yet been 
made clear) have a non-agegres- 
sion pact with the Chinese Sovi- 
ets, and the 19th Route Army 
is permeated with Communist in- 
fluence. Anyway the Chinese So- 
viets would be too great a dan- 
ger behind the lines if war be- 
tween the oppressors breaks out.

‘“T realize that the more we know of internal party affairs 
and party activity in an international sense during and since the 
war the more hopeless the position of the Socialist Party seems. 
On the other hand, every cloud has its silver lining, and out of 
the mistakes that have been made in the past can come a real 
Marxian Socialist movement. 

‘While the mistakes, blunders, and crimes committed by the 
British Labor Party have been most discouraging, even a radical 
such as Strachey, who wrote “The Coming Struggle for Power’ 
still sees hope in the British Labor Party. 1 personally have 
had the opportunity to read over some of the English Labor 
Party publications, and all through them you can see a sineere 
desire to get back to the fundamentals of Socialism. Judging 
from the articles that [ have read in those papers, it will be a 
very different labor party which will assume power next time, 
in England. 

“On the German front, both the Socialists and the Com- 
munists, stand discredited for neither lifted a hand in revolt 
against Hitlerism, Here, the old leaders have been thoroughly 


presidential elections, this is essentially due to the faet that the 
capitalist class itself carries on campaigns for the Socialist Party. 

It gives them free national hook-ups on the radio, front-pages of 
the most popular magazines, feature articles in all newspapers, 
periodicals, ete. They do this because they are conscious of the 
fact that they need the “Socialist” Party in order to prevent a ily 
rising tide of militancy in the working-class. 


UNITY OF ALL WORKERS OUR MAIN TASK 

This brings us to the basic question. The task of the Com- 
munist Party must be, and is, to unite all workers and elements 
from other classes who are oppressed, by capitalism in a united 
struggle for the overthrow of the eapitalist system. Against this, - 
the capitalist class employs its political left and right wings, they 
mis-named ‘Socialist’ Party and Fascism, both of whose jobs are . \ 
to split the working-class with deceptive promises or slander and 
race-prejudice, or anti-Semitic programs, or .terror, or any other 
method ut their disposal that might serve to break the growing 
unity of the working-class, the poor farmers, the more thinking 
sections of the middle-class, professional people, and thus prevent 
any successful revolutionary struggle. 

The offer of a united front was not a maneuver as the “So- 
cialist’” leaders say in order to explain away their failure to ac- 
cept it. Our offer of a United Front was part of our eampaign 
to unite the toilers of the country against the capitalist class. We 
will continue that campaign. We have confidence that the toil- 
ers of this country who have in a century of struggle, already 
shown their fighting class abilities, will in the coming period, 
rise to the occasion and build up a revolutionary movement that 
will really be a powerful weapon for the overthrow of capitalism 
and the construction of Socialism. ‘ 

For this great task, we appeal to all sincere Soctalists. If you 
see with us eye to eve, there is no reason why you should not join 
our Party, and we weleome you to it. If, however, you still have 
doubts and are yet sincere in your belief in a united working-class 
action to improve conditions, then become a leader in the fight for. 
the United Front within the Socialist Party and force your leaders” 
to act or get rid of them.

‘My fundamental criticism of the Cor umunist Partv all over 
the world, and particularly in America, is the romantic futility 
of their tactics. They go cn the assumption that people can be 
moved by an appeal to reason. Now you and I know that they 
can’t. You and I know that the ; springs of human conduct are 
to be found in their emotions and in their habits. Ninety per- 
cent of the Communist argument is correct. Their facts are 
straight—but unfcitunately people are not moved by logic. 

“The smart and practical thing for a party or an organiza- 
tion that wanted to atiain the Communist objective would be to 
immediately start an anti-red “campaign”, identify themselves as 
American and patriotic and then proceed to follow Nazi tactics— 
i. e., single out some scape-goat, possibly Wall Street—and 
HAND THE PEOPLE PLAIN “UNADULTERATED BUNK”. 

“Did the Hitler program make sense? It did not. But they 
gave the people what they wanted and GOT POWER. They pro- 
mised all men everything and never bothered to explain how they 
would give it to them. BUT THEY GOT POWER. It is never 
the appeal to reason that will win, it 1s the appeal to emotion, 
it is the appeal to habit-thought” that will. 

“But what I am driving at is that you can’t get anywhere 
unless by hook or by crook you can identify yourself with the 
National Life. There is a lesson to be learned from Hitler and 
all that he stands for (as the head of a political party). He 
GOT POWER, not by giving the people sense, but by giving them 
what they wanted, in promises of course, and not in fact.” 


We have gone to great pain to give these quotations in 
detail in order to show the complete dishonesty and hypocrisy 
of the S. P. position: the conscious deception of the masses, which 
they always attempt to hide, but which frequently breaks out just 
ihe same. 

Is it not significant in the light of this letter that the Soci-

The Imperial Valley strike is therefore a test fight, involving 
the interests of all agricultural workers in the state, and really of 
all other workers. For, if the strike kills the coolie wage scale, it 
will mean a much easier fight to establish a living wage for all 
coming crops. If the standard of the agricultural workers gener- 
ally is raised, it will mean that workers in all other industries 
will not face serious competition from very much underpaid field
